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Boat ill-equipped, coast 
guard lacked plan: Report 


Dump truck clips 
pole, causes 
power outage 

burnside A dump truck 
clipped a power pole in 
Burnside yesterday after¬ 
noon. 

The pole and the lines 
fell on the truck and the 
driver was trapped inside 
until crews from Nova 
Scotia Power made it safe 
for him to leave. 

Margaret Murphy, a 
spokeswoman for NSP, 
said the accident 
happened at 1:15 p.m. 
and crews were looking 
to restore power to the 
area by 8 p.m. last night. 
Borden, MacDonald and 
Wright avenues were af¬ 
fected. 
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A fishing boat that 
capsized during a tow 
through icy waters wasn’t 
equipped for conditions, 
and the Canadian Coast 
Guard didn’t have a prop¬ 
er plan for the manoeuvre, 
says a government report. 

“LAcadien II was neither 
designed, constructed, nor 
adequately modified to op¬ 
erate in these conditions,” 


said Transportation Safety 
Board investigator, Don 
Eaves. 

Three crew members 
died, while another is 
missing and presumed 
dead, after LAcadien II hit 
a piece of ice off the Cape 
Breton coast last March. 

Based out of Iles-de-la- 
Madeleine, Que., the boat 
had lost its steering during 
the seal hunt and was being 
towed by a coast guard ice¬ 
breaker at the time. 

Two crew members were 


rescued by a nearby fishing 
boat. 

Eaves said LAcadien II’s 
clutch was engaged during 
the tow, sending the boat 
out of the icebreaker’s 
wake and into the ice. He 
couldn’t say if it was delib¬ 
erate or because of me¬ 
chanical failure. 

The boat hit the ice at full 
speed, attempting to break 
it. It went on top of the ice 
before capsizing, dumping 
its crew into the water. 

Eaves wouldn’t say who 


was to blame for the acci¬ 
dent, or what could have 
been done differently to 
prevent it. 

The report also says the 
towline was kept short and 
lookouts were in place. 

That contradicts eyewit¬ 
ness accounts from a sec¬ 
ond fishing boat in the 
area. 

The report makes two 
recommendations. Firstly, 
the Department of Fisheries 
and Oceans should put 
guidelines in place for tow¬ 


ing a vessel through ice. 
Secondly, the Department 
of Transportation must 
make sure all fishing vessels 
operating in ice are struc¬ 
turally sound to do so. 

In a written statement, 
Canada’s Minister of Fish¬ 
eries and Oceans, Gail Shea, 
said the coast guard will 
read the report and consid¬ 
er the recommendations.

At least 101 dead in Indian terror attacks 
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mumbai At least 101 people 
were killed in what officials 
called “terrorist attacks” by 
gunmen in India’s commer¬ 
cial hub Mumbai and secu¬ 
rity forces began moving 
on two luxury hotels where 
foreign hostages were be¬ 
ing held, officials and wit¬ 
nesses said. 

The attacks by small 
groups of gunmen armed 
with automatic weapons 
and grenades on the hotels 
and other sites came amid 


state elections, including in 
Kashmir, and risk destabi¬ 
lizing the country ahead of 
national elections next 
year. 

Police said they had 
killed four gunmen and ar¬ 
rested nine suspects. They 
said 12 police were killed, 
including Hemant Karlcare, 
the chief of the anti-terror¬ 
ist squad in Mumbai. 

As of Metro’s deadline 
last night, Vilasrao Desh- 
mulch, Maharashtra state 


chief minister, was saying 
the situation was not yet 
contained. 

“It is very difficult to say 
how many terrorists are 
holed up in the two hotels,” 
he said, although Indian 
Home Minister Shivraj Patil 
had earlier said there were 
up to five attackers in each. 

A witness said that hours 
after the assaults began, po¬ 
lice surrounded the Taj Ho¬ 
tel, with fresh firing heard 
and a floodlight scanning 


its exterior. A fire in the ho¬ 
tel was still not under con¬ 
trol. 

Gunfire and explosions 
were heard at the land¬ 
mark Taj Mahal hotel and 
smoke rose from the build¬ 
ing. Staff and guests were 
seen running out of the 
lobby. There were also ex¬ 
plosions at the Oberoi hotel 
and firing at a hospital 
where gunmen were sur¬ 
rounded. 

Security forces were seen 


moving into the hotels. 

Police said at least 287 
people were wounded in 
the attacks, which also tar¬ 
geted a railway station and 
the city’s famous Cafe 
Leopold restaurant. 

A previously little-known 
organization calling itself 
the Deccan Mujahideen 
claimed responsibility in an 
e-mail to news media.

High school 
teacher faces 
sex charges

A retired Dartmouth 
high school teacher and 
Scouts leader has been 
charged with sexual as¬ 
saults. 

The two males involved 
were under 18 at the 
time. The alleged offences 
were not connected to ei¬ 
ther his teaching job, or 
his volunteering with 
Scouts Canada. 

Wayne Wendell Born 
was in court on Monday 
to face four sex offence-re¬ 
lated charges. The alleged 
incidents took place be¬ 
tween 1970 and 2006 in 
the Enfield area. 

“There was no plea, and 
he’s going to have to go 
back to court,” said RCMP 
Sgt. Mark Gallagher. 

Born, 66, of Milford Sta¬ 
tion, Colchester Co., was 
released on conditions in¬ 
cluding he not contact the 
alleged victims and he re¬ 
main in the province. 

“If there are more peo¬ 
ple who wish to come 
speak to us in regards to 
any occurrences that may 
have happened with him, 
then certainly they can 
contact the Enfield de¬ 
tachment,” Gallagher 
said.

He was also a Scouts 
volunteer for 35 years, 
but was quickly suspend¬ 
ed when the organization 
was told of the charges. 

“We’re shocked and dis¬ 
turbed at the charges,” 
said Scouts Canada 
spokeswoman Lisa Nowl¬ 
an. 

Nowlan added the or¬ 
ganization has been co¬ 
operating with police in 
this investigation. 

Nowlan said Born had a 
number of roles within 
the Scouts over the years, 
but most recently he was 
working as an adviser 
with a group of teens aged 
14 to 17. 


Opposition 
leaders call 
for budget 
update 

house The legislature may 
sit more than 39 days this 
year after all, if the opposi¬ 
tion gets its way. 

The Liberal caucus lined 
up at a news conference to 
call on the government to 
release a financial update, 
as eight other provinces 
have done. They accused 
the Tories of waiting until 
the legislature to give the 
update. 

Now they say Premier 
Rodney MacDonald should 
recall the house for an 
emergency session when 
the update is released. 

“We as Nova Scotians 
have not been well-served 
in this sitting of the legisla¬ 
ture,” said Liberal Leader 
Stephen McNeil. “The fact 
(is) that we’re debating 
what our provincial horse is 
going to be and all of the 
sudden the lights get turned 
on that hockey is our 
provincial sport, and yet we 
refuse to talk about the 
most important issue facing 
the lives of Nova Scotians.” 

NDP Leader Darrell Dex¬ 
ter said the government 
had two options. It could re¬ 
call the House of Assembly, 
or strike up the public ac¬ 
counts committee. Either 
way, the economy must be 
debated, said Dexter. 

A statement from the pre¬ 
mier’s office said there is no 
need to recall the house and 
the budget will be balanced. 

MacDonald has insisted 
on sticking to the planned 
budget update before the 
end of December. 

“I want to make sure we 
provide a full picture to the 
public,” said MacDonald on 
the last day of the legisla¬ 
ture.

Sales spike at NSLC 

Second-quarter profits up seven per cent

When times get tough, 
some people get drinking. 

Yesterday, the Nova Sco¬ 
tia Liquor Corp. released 
its profits for the second 
quarter (June to Septem¬ 
ber). Sales are up nearly 
seven per cent compared 
to last year at this time, 
with a net income of $62.8 
million. Gross sales were 
$160.6 million. 

With a possible reces¬ 
sion on the way, it’s possi¬ 
ble more people will turn 
to liquid comfort. 

“I don’t know, maybe,” 
said NSLC spokesman Rick 
Perkins. 

“It is a discretionary pur¬ 
chase, so how much they 
spend and what they buy 
can change.” 

Customers might spend 
less or buy cheaper items 
given tighter economic 
times, he explained. 

Since the fall, the NSLC 


NSLC sales trends 

Between June and Sept. 

• Wine sales increased by 
5.8 per cent. That’s down, 
since usually wine increases 
between eight and 10 per 
cent. 

• Beer increased 4-2 per 
cent. That's a big increase, 
since beer stays relatively 
flat at only a 0.5 to one per 
cent increase. 

• Spirits increased 4-3 per 
cent. 

• In the first two quarters, 
the NSLC sold 449,000 hec¬ 
tolitres. 

• Sales were also up in 
restaurants, pubs, bars, spe¬ 
cialty stores and the rural 
stores that sell NSLC prod¬ 
ucts.

“There’s a bit of volatili¬ 
ty out there right now in 
even our sales. Our growth 
of wine is slower than it

Beer sales, especially in 
July, were actually a large 
factor in the overall sales 
increase. 

“The weather was great 
and that always impacts 
beer sales,” Perkins said. 

Plus good promotions 
like straw cowboy hats in 
boxes of Corona beer were 
very effective. 

“I saw them all over the 
place. That was incredibly 
popular,” he said. 

“Those sales in July were 
so good that it really came 
through in the quarter.” 

The NSLC is currently in 
the most important quar¬ 
ter of the year — October 
to December — and its 
watching sales numbers 
very carefully. 

“We’re not making a 
projection right now that 
100 per cent we’ll meet 
our business target, be¬ 
cause we’re unsure based 
on what other retailers are 
saying, too.”

Last spring, 67-year-old 
Terry Michalopoulos 
fulfilled a promise he had 
made to his wife Anna be¬ 
fore she died. He walked 
820 kilometres through 
northern Spain. 

The Camino de Santiago 
de Compostela has been a 
popular pilgrim’s journey 


for more than 1,000 years. 
Today, some walk it for va¬ 
cation, some for personal 
challenge and some, still, 
for spiritual reasons. Mich¬ 
alopoulos walked it to raise 
$3,500 for the Heart and 
Stroke Foundation of Nova 
Scotia. Anna died of heart 
and lung disease. 

But Michalopoulos’ journey 
started long before he took 
the first of what he estimates 
were 1,800,000 steps. He 


promised Anna he would go 
back to university and con¬ 
tribute to the community. 

After enrolling in Man¬ 
agement 1000 at Dalhousie 
University, Michalopoulos 
created a business plan for a 
foundation as part of the 
course. But the project did¬ 
n’t end with the class. 

Michalopoulos credits his 
success to working on some¬ 
thing he deeply cares about. 

He said you can do both: 


“I relate the 
journey to 
life.”

Be a good businessman and 
not forget your community, 
or your hospitals. He is mak¬ 
ing the pilgrimage again this 
spring and he plans to make 
it an annual fundraiser. 


The first day of the pil¬ 
grimage was the most diffi¬ 
cult. He started in France 
and climbed the Pyrennes 
in 13 hours. At first, he said, 
all he thought about was 
the challenge, but as the 
days wore on, he forgot the 
destination and only 
thought about the journey. 

“I relate the journey to 
life,” he said. 

After a particularly hard 
day, he said, he shrugged off 


his heavy pack and felt he 
was unloading regret. 

“I sometimes think why 
didn’t I quit my job earlier 
to spend time with Anna af¬ 
ter she got sick. But I have 
to let that go.” 

Remembering the nights 
in hostels, Michalopoulos 
laughed, “Of all the hard¬ 
ships, you hope no one will 
snore. At night there could 
be a base, a tenor — it’s a 
symphony.”

'Tis not the taxi

In what’s supposed to be 
their most profitable sea¬ 
son, taxi drivers are seeing 
their business decimated by 
the economic recession. 

Belt tightening across the 
board has lead to fewer peo¬ 
ple calling cabs to get 
around. 

“As a taxi driver, these 
should be the busiest 
months, November and De¬ 
cember,” said Halifax taxi 
driver Mohammed Al-shar- 
mani. “There’s Christmas 
shopping and all that stuff. 
But it’s really slow. It’s busy 
when there’s snow or rain, 
but that doesn’t happen 
eveiy day.” 

Al-sharmani has driven a 
cab for the past four years, 
and said he’s seen about a 
50 per cent dropoff in busi¬ 
ness this November. 

With a wife and three 
children, he’s now worried 


there isn’t enough money 
in cab driving to support his 
family. 

“With this job in this type 
of economy, it’s really hard 
and difficult,” he said. 
“With all the expenses of 
the taxi, I’m not making 
anything.” 

It’s reached the point 
where Al-sharmani is think¬ 
ing of quitting the job and 
taking up a new vocation. 
The problem is, with the 
economy taking a down¬ 
ward turn, he doesn’t know 
what field to enter. 

So far, he’s looked into 
taking an aircraft-mainte¬ 
nance engineering course 
because he’s heard jobs are 
needed in the field. But for 
now, he’s hoping and talk¬ 
ing to his passengers about 
what they think will hap¬ 
pen. And he believes other 
drivers are doing the same. 

“If I’m busy, that means 
610 taxis are busy. If it’s 
slow for me, it’s slow for 
eveiybody,” he said.

School board decides against pay raises

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Flu-like virus killing cats at Truro shelter 


More than two dozen kit¬ 
tens have died in a Truro 
shelter after battling a flu¬ 
like virus. 

Darlene Miller, a techni¬ 
cian at the Colchester SP- 
CA, told the Truro Daily 
News at least 25 kitten fa¬ 
talities have occurred over 
the last number of weeks 


after being infected with a 
virus in the shelter. 

“Kittens have a sensitive 
immune system and being 
in close quarters does not 
help,” said Miller. 

Yvonne Higgins, presi¬ 
dent of the SPCA, said in¬ 
fected cats experience 
runny eyes, congestion, 


coughing and aches, 
much like what humans 
endure. 

“We have isolated the 
affected kittens and are 
giving them medication. 
Part of the problem is that 
we are overpopulated.” 

Higgins said the shelter 
has more than 80 kit¬ 


tens/cats and was original¬ 
ly built for 40 cats and six 
dogs. 

The community can 
help the situation, said 
Higgins. Financial dona¬ 
tions to the non-profit 
shelter would help accu¬ 
mulating veterinary bills. 
In addition, families are 


needed to adopt kittens. 
Higgins said there are 
many healthy kittens at 
the shelter that need a 
good home and adoptions 
would also reduce the 
overpopulation and ulti¬ 
mately help in the resist¬ 
ance to the virus at the 
shelter. 


She does, however, 
warn against getting an 
animal as a Christmas gift. 

“Often they can be ig¬ 
nored for toys or guests 
and there’s too much ex¬ 
citement and dangers at 
Christmas for a new ani¬ 
mal in the house,” said 
Higgins. truro daily news 


Workers’ Comp 
says fishers face 
high injury risk 

safety With the lobster 
season underway and fish¬ 
ermen in southwest Nova 
Scotia leaving their ports, 
the Workers’ Comp¬ 
ensation Board of Nova 
Scotia says workplace 
injury continues to have a 
major impact on the 
province’s fishing 
industry. 

In 2007, there were 406 
fishing industry claims 
submitted to the WCB. Of 
those injuries, 140 resulted 
in the worker losing time 
from work. Nine fishing in¬ 
dustry workers have died 
on the job between 2003 
and 2007. These stats 
reflect only WCB-covered 
operations. 

Employers with three or 
more employees are 
required to have coverage, 
but because many fishing 
operations are smaller, not 
all injuries or fatalities 
would appear in WCB sta¬ 
tistics. METRO NEWS SERVICES

Cops find arsenal in known drug house 



An integrated investigation resulted in a number of weapons and drugs seized from a Hilden 
apartment on Tuesday. 


crime A known drug house 
was put out of business in 
Hilden on Tuesday as police 
stormed through the front 
door. 

The Colchester integrat¬ 
ed street crime unit led the 
investigation and brought 
in the RCMP’s emergency 
response team (ERT) for the 
2:30 p.m. bust in down¬ 
town Hilden. The seizure 
occurred above the former 
Pizza Express building on 
Highway 2. 

“We had information 
that outside of the drugs 
we believed to be here, 
there was also some 
weapons, so we had the 
RCMP ERT team do an en¬ 
try,” Truro police Sgt. Rob 
Hearn said. “A number of 
weapons were recovered. 
We have (also) recovered 
marijuana, ecstasy and 
some cocaine.” 

While the drugs had not 
been weighed, there were 
two bags of marijuana 
seized. The weapons in¬ 
cluded two modified and 
loaded shotguns, a gun 


which looked like a .30-.30 
with a scope, a .22 riffle 
and ammunition. There 
were also pellet guns, a 
bow and arrow, a cross 
bow, swords, drug para¬ 
phernalia and surveillance 
cameras. 

Hearn said the pellet 


guns looked real and were 
in various locations 
throughout the second- 
floor apartment. One gun 
that looked liked a Mag¬ 
num was stuffed under a 
cushion in a couch. 

“The weapons are a big 
concern,” Hearn said. “To 


find this kind of stuff in a 
drug house is not uncom¬ 
mon in the city, and we 
have found weapons in 
drug houses within the 
town and the county but of 
this quantity, it’s certainly 
a concern.” 

Two adult males and two 


adult females, all from 
Colchester County, were in¬ 
side the apartment and 
were arrested during the 
bust. No one was injured in 
the seizure. 

“Everybody worked to¬ 
gether and everybody’s go¬ 
ing home safe,” Hearn said 
noting about 20 officers, in¬ 
cluding Truro police, Col¬ 
chester County RCMP, Mill- 
broolc RCMP and the ERT 
were involved in the inves¬ 
tigation. 

Police were expected to 
be at the scene for about 
five hours. 

The integrated unit is 
comprised of a member 
from each of the Truro Po¬ 
lice Service and Colchester 
County RCMP detachment. 

“The unit has been work¬ 
ing out really well and 
hopefully this will put a 
kink in their business,” 
said Cpl. Sharon Sisson, 
Colchester County RCMP.

A suburban mother who 
prosecutors say drove a 
love-struck 13-year-old girl 
to suicide by tormenting 
her with a fake MySpace 
persona was acquitted yes¬ 
terday of the most serious 
charges against her. 

Lori Drew was found 
guilty of three misde¬ 
meanor counts in the high- 
profile case, which made 
worldwide headlines and 
prompted calls for social 
networking sites like My¬ 
Space to crack down on 
such activities. 

She was cleared of three 
felonies by the U.S. District 
Court jury, which dead¬ 
locked on a fourth count of 
conspiracy. 

Drew, who created the 
fake profile after her 
daughter and neighbour 


Megan Meier had a falling 
out, showed no reaction as 
the verdicts were read. 

The Missouri woman will 
face a sentence ranging 
from probation to three 
years behind bars for the 
misdemeanor convictions. 
She could have been sent to 
federal prison for up to 20 
years if she had been con¬ 
victed on the felony 
charges. 

Prosecutors say Drew and 
others created the fake My¬ 
Space persona of a 16-year- 
old boy to woo Meier for 
several weeks, then abrupt¬ 
ly ended the relationship 
and said the world would 
be better off without her. 

Meier hanged herself in 
October 2006, just hours af¬ 
ter she had read those final 
messages. reuters

Taliban shrugs off strikes 


A Pakistani Taliban 
commander vowed yester¬ 
day to keep up cross-bor¬ 
der attacks on Western 
forces in Afghanistan, de¬ 
spite stepped up U.S. mis¬ 
sile strikes by pilotless 
drones on militants in Pak¬ 
istan. 

U.S. forces in Afghanis¬ 
tan have carried out at 
least 26 air strikes by un¬ 
manned aircraft on mili¬ 
tant targets in northwest 
Pakistan this year, accord¬ 
ing to a Reuters tally, more 
than half since the start of 
September. 

At the same time, Pak¬ 
istani security forces have 
launched major operations 
against militants in parts 
of the Pashtun tribal belt 
along the Afghan border.

But Hakeemullah Meh¬ 
sud, a deputy to Pakistani 
Taliban leader Baitullah 
Mehsud, shrugged off both 
the U.S. missile strikes and 
the Pakistani army offen¬ 
sive, saying the Taliban 
would press on with their 
“jihad,” or Muslim holy 
war. 

“We are constantly send¬ 
ing our fighters into 
Afghanistan, and our oper¬ 
ations are continuing 


there,” Hakeemullah said 
on a rare trip to a Taliban 
stronghold in the Oralczai 
tribal region, south of the 
city of Peshawar. The U.S. 
drone strikes were doomed 
to fail, he said. 

“They have carried out 
drone attacks in Af¬ 
ghanistan also, but they 
failed to dampen our spir¬ 
it. Eventually, we will win.” 

Security has deteriorated 
sharply in both Pakistan 
and Afghanistan seven 
years after U.S. soldiers 
and Afghan allies drove 
the Taliban from power in 
Afghanistan. The violence 
has raised grave doubts 
about the success of inter¬ 
national efforts to bring 
peace and stability to Pak¬ 
istan.

No one’s safe from identity thieves 



We all have heard about 
identify theft, but most of 
us think it will never hap¬ 
pen to us — until it does. 
According to a CBC article 
last year, one in six Canadi¬ 
ans have been victims of 
identify theft. It is the 
fastest growing white-col¬ 
lar crime in both Canada 
and the U.S., with losses in 
the U.S. amounting to over 
$5 billion. I’ll refrain from 
comparing this to the re¬ 
cent financial meltdown 
on Wall Street. 

As a computer scientist of 
many years, I thought I was 
fairly safe. I have firewalls 
on my computers, I rarely 


buy anything online, and I 
change my passwords fre¬ 
quently. But it was a paper 
transaction with a credit 
card that did me in. 

My wife was in Sweden 
last spring and used a credit 
card that we seldom use. A 
month later, the bill came 
with a $46 Canadian trans¬ 
action on it, to a genealogy 
company we didn’t recog¬ 
nize. 

This was the “test” trans¬ 
action by the people steal¬ 
ing my identity, checking 
to make sure the card was 
valid. The fraudsters were 
probably doing research 
that would allow them to 
steal my identity. 

Luckily, a week later I 
called the credit-card com¬ 
pany to complain about 
junk mail. During the 
process of trying to regis¬ 
ter my complaint, they had

to verify my identity. Now 
there was a long pause at 
the other end, followed by 
“Are you sure you don’t 
live on St. Clair East in 
Toronto?” The thieves had 
put my credit-card number 
together with personal in¬ 
formation easily available 
on the web, to gain online 
access to the credit card 
company and change the 
information on my file. 

I nipped this one in the 
bud and was not liable for 
the charges the thieves 
had rung up since the test 
transaction. But the prob¬ 


lem is that such companies 
report all changes in your 
personal data to the credit 
bureaus — so three major 
credit bureaus now 
thought I lived in Toronto. 

This was like opening 
Pandora’s box. After a lot 
of angst and a lot of work, 
we were able to correct the 
information on file with 
the various agencies and 
put fraud alerts on all of 
our accounts. Still, some of 
the false information is out 
there and we are waiting 
for the next instalment.

Toronto would not 
or could not play hardball 
with the Muslcolca Five, 
those players with no¬ 
trade clauses and there¬ 
fore lost Mats Sundin for 
nothing. 

Yes, the Burke Regime 
will be intriguing. If he 
maintains his pedigree, 
there will be no sacred 
cows on the Buds’ roster 
and there will be feather- 
ruffling come spring. Can 
you imagine a Leafs blue¬ 
line not anchored by 


Tomas Kaberle? What 
about a forward corps ab¬ 
sent the twin towers of 
Antropov and Poni- 
lcarovsky? 

Based on early play, 
Curtis Joseph will not re¬ 
turn as backup goaltender 
next season and Marlies 
prospect Justin Pogge has 
done nothing to prove he 
is the heir apparent to 
Vesa Toslcala.

Huskies 
hoopsters 
fall to X 

aus The Saint Mary’s 
Huskies came up short 
against the St. Francis 
Xavier X-Men last night, 
losing 76-71 in Atlantic 
University Sport 
basketball action in 
Antigonish. 

Halifax’s Christian 
Upshaw, a third-year X- 
Men guard, posted a team- 
high 20 points. Fifth-year 
guard Tyler Richards, also 
of Halifax, chipped in with 
13 points. 

Ilceobi Uchegbu had a 
huge game for the 
Huskies, draining 30 
points and adding 10 
rebounds. Jack Gallinaugh, 
with 15 points, and Mark 
McLaughlin, with 14, also 
helped out. 

The Huskies are 3-2, 
tied for third in the AUS 
standings, while the 
nationally-third-ranked X- 
Men remain undefeated at 
5-0. 

In women’s play, the 
Huskies lost 69-62. Kelsey 
Daley had 19 points and 
Angela Field added 14 for 
Saint Mary’s, which 
dropped to 1-4, sixth of 
eight teams in the AUS. 
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Paul Strople’s friends told 
him he was crazy. Moving 
to China to coach the 
country’s national 
women’s hockey team? 

“They’d say, ‘What are 
you going there for? You 
have everything here,”’ the 
41-year-old Halifax native 
recalls. 

Strople had a wife, chil¬ 
dren and a job coaching 
bantam AAA hockey in No¬ 
va Scotia when Chinese 
hockey officials came call¬ 
ing last summer, but he 
couldn’t turn them down. 

He had already spent the 
2004-05 season behind the 
national-team bench, but 
wanted to go back for a 
second tour of duty to lead 
China to the 2010 Vancou¬ 
ver Olympics. 

“It was something that 
had been on my mind for 
four years,” says Strople, 
who fell short in his bid for 
the Turin Games in 2006. 
“I wanted the challenge to 
prove to myself I could get 
to the Olympics. That was 
my biggest drive.” 

Strople got there — and 


his friends finally under¬ 
stand. 

“Now, when they send 
me an e-mail or call ... 
They’re saying, ‘Hey, if you 
need a water boy, a stick 
boy, or an assistant, I can 
take time off for the 
Olympics,”’ Strople laughs. 

China punched its ticket 
to Vancouver earlier this 
month at the final qualify¬ 
ing tournament in Shang¬ 
hai. Strople calls it the 
“biggest moment” of his 
coaching career, an 
odyssey that began in 1996 


and includes stops in the 
Netherlands, Germany and 
Iceland, as well as with the 
Antigonish Bulldogs. 

With Strople’s wife and 
children often living in the 
Halifax area, family sacri¬ 
fices have been the biggest 
hurdle. 

“When you go four 
months without seeing 
your family, it’s a long 
haul,” Strople said. “But 
my wife’s been very sup¬ 
portive of my career. We’ve 
managed to get through it, 
keeping communication 


lines open on the phone 
and Internet.” 

The language barrier 
was another major obsta¬ 
cle, but Strople has noticed 
a big difference in his sec¬ 
ond tour of duty. Although 
he has a full-time inter¬ 
preter, he barely needs one 
anymore. That’s because a 
handful of the team’s star 
players have spent time 
playing professionally in 
Canada in recent years — 
helping not only their on- 
ice skills but also their 
English. 

“They understand me 
better than they under¬ 
stand the interpretation. 
Now, they’re telling the in¬ 
terpreter, ‘You don’t need 
to translate for us.’ We al¬ 
ready understand.” 

Strople loves coaching 
and would relish an oppor¬ 
tunity to get a job behind 
the bench at the university 
level closer to home. His 
accomplishments in China 
— and an appearance at 
the Olympics — likely 
won’t hurt his cause. 

“It could open a lot of 
doors,” he says. “It’s a great 
achievement for me and it 
will be a very big point on 
my resume.”

Bloomfield has been at 
the helm for the past five 
seasons, posting a regular- 
season record of 17-22.

They freeze 
well, so make a batch and 
stash in the freezer till 
needed. 


Cranberry Chipotle Glazed 
Meatballs 

Chipotles are dried 
smoked jalapeno peppers 
in a spicy tomato vinegar 
sauce (adobo sauce). They 
are quite spicy and add a 
wonderful rich, 
smoky flavour. 

Puree the 


entire can, including 
sauce, until smooth. You 
won’t need the entire can, 
so freeze the remaining in 
a resealable bag or freezer 
container for another use, 
such as chili, pulled pork 
or to kick up mayonnaise 
for a dip. Makes about 36 
meatballs (recipe can be 
doubled).

Combine meatballs and 
sauce. If serving soon, 
bring mixture to a sim¬ 
mer, transfer to a slow 
cooker, chafing dish or 
warm serving dish. If mak¬ 
ing ahead, cool then refrig¬ 
erate or freeze. Reheat 
when ready to serve.

Bake in centre of 325 F (160 C) oven 
until edges are set and lightly 
browned, about 35 minutes. Let cool 
in pan on rack. (Make ahead: Re¬ 
move from pan; wrap and refrigerate 
for up to 5 days or overwrap in 
heavy-duty foil and freeze for up to 1 
month.) Cut into bars; dust with ic¬ 
ing sugar.

Online shopping up

Crowded stores, frustrated 
shoppers, inexperienced 
and temporary holiday 
help at the store — it 
might all add up to make 
online Christmas shopping 
more attractive. 

More customers are opt¬ 
ing to complete their shop¬ 
ping lists with the click of a 
button, buying their Christ¬ 
mas presents at online re¬ 
tailers, and the number of 
online shoppers around the 
world is expected to rise 
this year. IMRG, an online 
membership community 
for e-retailers, released a 
survey in late October that 
concluded the Internet is 
becoming an increasingly 
important tool for driving 
consumer choice. 

Of the two million people 
surveyed, 68 per cent said 
they’re more likely to shop 
online for Christmas this 
year, compared with 56 per 
cent in 2007. And 86 per 
cent of shoppers said they 
would research all options 
online before buying in¬ 
store. 

It’s also a growing trend 
in Canada, says Andrea 
Hadley, a conference direc¬ 
tor at eMetrics, an online re¬ 
tailer analyst. Increased 
broadband access, coupled 
with more American inter¬ 
est, has moved more retail¬ 
ers to follow the market. 

“There’s consistent 
growth in Canada, and so 
long as the customer has a 
good experience as a user, 
you’ll continue to see it,” 
she said. 

It’s not hard to see why, 
says Bernard Luthi, vice- 
president of merchandising 
at online retailer 


Newegg.ca. He argues cus¬ 
tomers are tired of dealing 
with throngs of angiy shop¬ 
pers during the Christmas 
rush. Infrastructure costs 
such as employee wages 
and maintenance factor in¬ 
to the price tag at the store 
— something Luthi says on¬ 
line retailers and customers 
don’t have to woriy about. 

“We’re predicting growth 
in the double digits this 
year because people are be¬ 
coming more cost-con¬ 
scious,” he said. “You’re also 
spending time and gas mon¬ 
ey to get to these retail es¬ 
tablishments. Online, you 


have more time to (do) in- 
depth research on the prod¬ 
uct that you want to buy.” 

While security remains 
an issue, Hadley says it has 
improved, along with per¬ 
ceptions, over the past 
three years. 

If you are going to buy on¬ 
line, don’t leave your shop¬ 
ping to the last minute, 
Luthi says, adding you can 
expect to wait at least 3-5 
days before you get your 
package from your online 
retailer. “We always advise, 
especially in the Christmas 
season, to give yourself ade¬ 
quate time,” he said. 



Holiday shipping 
dos and don'ts 


When packages arrive at 
your loved ones’ doorsteps 
this holiday season, ensure 
they arrive on time and 
ready to delight. Shipping 
experts encourage con¬ 
sumers and businesses to 
think ahead when it 
comes to shipping this hol¬ 
iday season. Consider the 
following dos and don’ts 
when preparing gifts: 

Don't 

• Use masking tape, duct 
tape or electrical tape to 
seal boxes. These kinds of 
materials, along with other 


opaque tapes, may lack 
strength to hold the box 
together and can obscure 
addresses. 

• Tie your package togeth¬ 
er with string, rope or elas¬ 
tic bands. These items can 
potentially get caught in 
processing equipment or 
torn off, damaging the par¬ 
cel itself. 

• Use real holiday wrap¬ 
ping paper to ship a gift, as 
it is likely to get torn up 
throughout the delivery cy¬ 
cle. Use strong, durable 
shipping paper instead. 

• Allow any parts of your 
gift to protrude from the 
box, as it may get caught 
in processing equipment. 

• Forget to include clearly 
visible shipping and receiv¬ 


ing addresses, complete 
with postal codes. 

Do 

• Whenever possible, use a 
new box to ship your gift as 
previously-used boxes lose 
their strength over time. 

• Use cardboard inserts to 
protect the edges of books 
and picture frames and 
pack against one corner of 
the box as opposed to the 
middle. 

• Cover hollow items like 
toy buckets with large bub¬ 
ble wrap on the outside 
and inside. 

• Use plenty of packing 
chips to fill in empty 
spaces in parcels that con¬ 
tain lightweight gifts.

Zune gives iPod run for its money

Once a one-word punch 
line on online geek 
forums, Microsoft’s Zune 
has been getting more re¬ 
spect in the last year, as 
second- and third-genera¬ 
tion players and a major 
software update has 
changed its status from 
joke to contender. 

The iPod’s ubiquity might 
have reached a tipping 
point and begun diminish¬ 
ing its cool factor, but a 
comparision between the 
two players has become 
something like a fair fight. 

There are a lot of digital 
music players, but the Zune 
and the iPod are the Beatles 
and Rolling Stones, as Mi¬ 


crosoft’s entry in¬ 
to the market two 
years ago quickly 
zoomed past more 
established players 
like Creative, iRiver 
and Sansa to second 
place, albeit far be¬ 
hind IPod’s massive market 
share (73 per cent, accord¬ 
ing to Apple as of last year.) 

In terms of usability, 
Zune stole the march on the 
iPod with the last major re¬ 
vision of Apple’s operating 
system, when the famously 
elegant interface gave way 
to a graphics-heavy split 
screen that felt kludgy, es¬ 
pecially when Coverflow 
was engaged. Zune’s inter¬ 
face, controlled by a signa¬ 
ture “squircle” pad with its 
mix of click and touch sen¬ 
sitivity, feels more respon¬ 
sive, and the larger screen 
on the Zune gives the play¬ 
er’s interface readability. 

With its choice of cus¬ 
tomizable wallpapers and 
the Zune Originals — artist¬ 
decorated players available 
at no extra cost — Microsoft 
has reversed the brand 
myths that have made Ap¬ 
ple the epitome of creative 


rebellion versus Microsoft’s 
faceless behemoth, but the 
iPod was going to have a 
hard time maintaining that 
image once it reached mar¬ 
ket saturation anyway. 

The Zune adds features — 
FM radio, wifi — that Apple 
has curiously neglected, 
while eschewing an EQthat 
would be a minus if the 
player didn’t have basically 
excellent sound. Apple, in 
the meantime, has shown a 
commitment to its standard 
issue sub-par earbuds that’s 
almost perverse. And since 
Apple axed its 160 GB iPod 
from the Classic line, the 
two players compete neatly 
on memory capacity, with 
the Zune’s frequent price 
drops on its smaller flash 
players (4, 8 and 16 GB play¬ 
ers for $99, $139 and $179 
respectively) making it the 
better deal. 

The Zune’s software has 
also improved, moving 
from a reskinned Windows 
Media Player to an integrat¬ 
ed suite combining music 
database and syncing inter¬ 
face, download shop and 
the Social — the Faceboolc 
lite users’ community that 


it obviously intends as a 
killer app against Apple. It 
might be that one day, once 
there are enough Zune 
owners out there, but so far 
my community of Zune 
friends is limited to two 
nice Microsoft publicists, 
and as there’s no Canadian 
version of the Marketplace, 
the Zune will really only be 
competing with small-fry. 

Apple’s iTunes remains 
superior however, as an or¬ 
ganizing tool for large mu¬ 
sic libraries, though bugs 
(disappearing tunes, album 
artwork, and even whole li¬ 
braries) have developed a 
Windows-lilce frequency as 
the program has grown in 
size and demands on com¬ 
puter CPUs. Apple’s iPod 
Touch, an entirely new 
piece of hardware and soft¬ 
ware, also points the way to 
a future that the Zune will 
be forced to follow. And for 
anyone whose music libraiy 
exceeds the capacity of the 
largest music players (120GB, 
for both iPod and Zune), the 
playing field belongs to 
iTunes, with its Airport wire¬ 
less networking capability. 
It’s not hard to imagine a 


day when Apple, the com¬ 
puter maker, leaves the mu¬ 
sic player field to Microsoft, 


the software giant, to con¬ 
centrate on iTunes as a digi¬ 
tal entertainment system.

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The weird power of reality TV

YOU’RE ON CANDID CAMERA: 

The stories about deluded 
souls convinced their lives 
are the subjects of reality- 
TV cameras began not long 
after reality TV hit the air¬ 
waves, and the stories 
about the afflicted are 
cropping up at regular in¬ 
tervals in the news cycle. 

An Associated Press stoiy 
this week introduces us to 
three victims: A man who 
importuned staff at a fed¬ 
eral building in the U.S. to 
get released from the reali¬ 
ty show that had taken 
over his life, a second con¬ 
vinced that he was being 
filmed day and night for a 
TV contest, and a third 
who believe he was “part 
of a phony, stage-set world 
with him as the involun¬ 
tary star,” where even the 
drugs and therapy he was 
receiving were part of the 
illusion. 

The last case is cited as a 


perfect example of what 
has been dubbed “Truman 
syndrome,” the sole lasting 
legacy that The Truman 
Show, a 1998 Jim Carrey 
movie, has bequeathed 
popular culture. 

The movie was specifi¬ 
cally mentioned by several 
of the patients studied by 
Dr. Joel Gold of Manhat¬ 
tan’s Bellevue Hospital 
over a two-year period, 
which might suggest a fur¬ 
ther link with the “previ¬ 
ously viewed” bins in DVD 
rental stores.

Lamb Cutlets with 
Flageolet Beans 

INGREDIENTS: 

2/3 cup (i 50 mL) lamb or chick¬ 
en stock 

1/4 lb (110 g) fine green beans 
Salt and black pepper 
1 tbsp (15 mL) olive oil 
5 tbsp (75 mL) butter 

1 lemon 

2 sprigs of fresh rosemary 
8 lamb cutlets or lean loin 
chops, about 3 1/2 oz (loog) 
each 

1 medium onion 

2 cans ( 150 Z / 425 g) flageolet 
beans 

2 cloves garlic 

11/4 cup ( 300 mL) dry white 

wine 

2 tsp (10 mL) cornstarch 
4 tbsp (60 mL) heavy cream 
2 tbsp (25 mL) capers 

METHOD: 

1 . Put a kettle of water on to 
boil. Preheat oven to low; heat 
stock. 

2 . Rinse and cut green beans 
into 1 in. ( 2.5 cm) pieces. Cook 
in salted boiling water until 
tender. 

3 . Put oil and 11/2 tbsp (25 mL) 
butter into frying pan and 
place over moderate heat. 
Grate lemon rind into pan. 

Add rosemary sprigs and 
increase heat. 

4 . Season lamb cutlets with 
pepper. Place in pan with siz¬ 
zling butter, lower heat to 
moderate and fry for 5 
minutes per side, until golden 


brown. 

5 . Melt remaining butter in an¬ 
other pan. Peel and chop 
onion; fry over moderate heat 
for 5 minutes. 

6 . Rinse canned beans in a 
colander, then drain cooked 
green beans into same. 

7 . Peel garlic, crush into onion, 
and cook for 30 seconds. Add 
beans, season and stir. Lower 
heat; heat through, stirring oc¬ 
casionally. 

8 . Remove cutlets and 
rosemary from first frying 
pan. Keep warm in oven. 

9 . Pour off fat from pan, leav¬ 
ing lamb residue. Add wine 
and juice from half the lemon; 
boil rapidly until reduced by 
half. 

10 . Blend cornstarch with 1 tb¬ 
sp (15 mL) water and stir into 
stock, then into wine. Boil, re¬ 
duce to simmer and stir in 
cream. Season, add capers and 
heat through. Do not boil. 

11 . Return cutlets and 
rosemary to pan, stirring in 
juices. Serve with mixed beans.
